But K it’s friends noticed that Kit 
coughed often, and th© veins in hi* 
throat, that bad burst when K it had 
ran on foot, yehrs before, from pur 
suing Blackfeet, were badly swollen. 
And Kit, who had come to W ashing. 
ton to plead for his red children, 
aid nothing of tho anxiety eating 
his own heart. 
Resigned from service because of 
ill health, Kit w as hot even entitled 
to half pay. 
He tould not work or 
ride a horse. His brood of c h ild r e 
th® eldest sixteen, needed care bf 
could not give. 
Kit bud loved deeply hi# w ife, hi? 
children, his home. All through th© 
war years lit* had been the despair of 
Iris superiors, pleading for visits of 
leave, for a glimpse of them. 
Now at 'ast, broken and silver- 
haired, Kit could torn home. 
I rom Washington, toward Taos, 
Kit rod# part of the way by train.
